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RHODODENDRONS 


Field grown in peatmoss, budded, branched with excellent foliage. The varieties listed below are 
the selected best out of several hundred Hybrid species. We do not try to grow all of the different 
varieties as there are too many. Rhododendrons are measured by heighth but the spread of the 
plant is also considered in some varieties. For an example we have Pink Pearl in 18 to 24” heighth 
and we have Pink Pearl in 15 to 18” heighth but it has a spread of maybe 24’; this plant would go 
into an 18 to 24” grade. We try to give good measure on our plants and try to fill orders as speci- 
fied by customers. It would be a good idea when placing your order if you would state if we could 
substitute an equally good variety in the same color in case we should be sold out. B&B.
